The Commissionor raises no guestion as to thoe
relutive guality of Britlsh and Ameriean iron, and
does not, ne I remember, state the quantity of our
snnual proedaction. He places the anmual produoct
for 1560 at 1,725,000 tons, or just about 175,000 tons
below the macertained produotion of that year.
That the average quality of Amerioan mr. bar and
rallrond fron is superior to the average of the same
desoriptioge of English - iron s an almost ol
versally-coneeded faot; Lut (0 blagon this to the
world would not serve theo luterest of the Commis-
tionor’s British friends.

But though his report abounds in h‘vpothum and
calonlations, based on estimntes and suppositions,
he nowhere tells or attempts to tell us what we
would have been made to pay the British lron-
minster for his inferior pig, bar, shoet and rails if
the Amerioan production of pig tron had not beon
more than doubled sineo the establishment of this
duty, and if the manufmcture of cast steel and
Bessemer rails had not also been established at so
many points within our limits. He is not ignorant
of the faot that in lhittle more than & year past
sixty-five new blast furnaces have been erected,
and that they are to employ & portion of the people
of fifteen States. These furnacos have incressed
our frrmluctivo power to nearly two milllon five
hnndred thousand tons per annum. Arrangements
are also mnkhlﬁ for the erection of more than fifty
other turnaces during the i;ear upon which we have

ust entered, many of which have been commenoed.

he cetimnated produet of pig iron for this year is
two million two hundred and twenty-five thousand
tone, or nbout fifty per cont. of the annual average
production of Great Britain,

Thus it ap that, with a prodnoction of less
than ten mililon tons for the world’s su ply, no
other country than ours is in & position muake
# large and immediate addition to its annual
l.rmluctlon. The difficulties In the way may be
Jlll‘l‘f stated thus: Swedon possesses exhanstless
supplies of the richest primitive ores, but she has
no conl, and her annual production of oharconl-
iron I8 believed to have reached ita limit. Her
function will bhenceforth be to mine and export
ore. Hussin has ample supplies of ore, but, #o far
as exploration has yet discovered, is aeticlent in
conl. She can, however, for sowe time somewhnt
augment hor production of charcoal-iron. Austria,
Italy, Spain and the States of the Zollverein have
ore, but lttie or no coal avallable for iron-making,
and are unable to extend, If they oan main-
tain, thelr present production of charcoal-iron.
France has neither coal nor ore enfclent to
supply her wants. England furnlshes hor with

one-third the coal she now consumes in the manu-
factore of iron. Little Belgiom has both coal and
ore, and they are advantageonsly situnted, but the

field Is so contracted that she oannot (norease her
sroduction beyond her own wants, and Prussin is s
arge importer of conl and Pif iron from England.
S0 muoh for prospective Incremse of supplios;
while, a2 illustrutive of the T‘Owing demand, 1
need only allude to the gigantic systems of rail-
roads bu mln%in Russin and Indis, the latter at
fmmense cost by Eugland, in the hope of impalring
our supremacy as producers of cotton.

Had we continued to rely upon England for pig
from in excees of our capacity ugo it, st tho
time of fixing nine dollars as the duty, and also to
draw our supplies of oast steel and Bessemer rails

from her, the extension of our railroad m
mukt have been cheoked, and the por caplta cen-
sumption of ifron in this country n much re-

stricted. ¥or nine years before the imposition of
that duty our annnal production had been less than
500,000 tons, and that of England had not increased
At the rate of 100,000 tous per annum. Our demand
increases at the rate of Yrom 170,000 to 200,000 tons
per annum. Whence but frem our own ore beds
and conl ml.nsamnldthuupqll hiave been drawn?

Was there any charm by which an incrensed sup-~
ply could be evoked? Yes, Mr. Chairman, there
wig one, and that was applied, It was sooh a duty
ns would give capitalists and men of enterprise a
guarantee that if t.hoy;mld workmen fair Ameri-
can wages for bullding furnaeces, digging and haul-
ing conl, ore and limestons, and converting them
Ingo pig iron, they shonld not be undersold in our
own markets by the production of underpaid Brit-
ish workmen, England has attained her maximum
production; while her increase sinoe 1863 has been
searcely appreciable, ours bas increased about one
hundred and ten per cent. In view of all these faota
I think that it appears agsin in the matter of pig
irom, ns it did In that of cast steel and Bessemer
rails, that & protective duty has not been, as Mr.
Wells aseerts, a tax on, but & boon to the American
consumer.

1 have said that the report is devoted to the pro-
motion of the interests of England and her North
Aferiean colonies, and have, I think, shown that
if' its suggestions were carried into eftoct it wonld
arrest the rapld Increase we are mskhla in the pro-
duction of iron and steel, and remaund us to com-
mercial and political dependence on our haughty
and faithless rival.

The prlnol{)le articles the provinces export are
lumber, wool, coal, barley, and other cereals; and
from these he would remove all dutles, though tg&y
yielded during the year which ended June 50, 1865,
84,002,770 49 , or about six millions in ¢ur-
rency. 1t is true some of the wool which contribu-
ted to this amount came from other countries, and
some of the coal from England; but in order to re-
store prosperity to the trade of the provinces he
would admit thelr staples free, oven though
other conntries might share the advantage.

Though very urgent that the duty shounld be
taken off Canadian ley, he makes no specific ro-
commendation as to the removal of duties from the
other cereals, Ho merely spoaks of the ‘‘extreme
omergency’’ that can ‘justify & tax on the bread-
stufls and foodof & nation.”

Mr. Kelloy here entered into an elaborate argu-
ment to show that Mr. Wells' statements and con-
clusions on the subject of the duty on coal are fal-
lacious and untrustworthy. He concluded as fol-
lows:

Mr. ¢hairman, permit me to reiterate the fact
that duties whioh serve to devum the resources of
a country and cheapen commodities, by inducin
home competition, the diversiioationof labor and
the opening of new sources of employment, and in-
crense the genernl stock produced, are not taxes,
even though they fail to reduce immediately the
price of the commodity on which thoy are im-
posed, a8 ndoguste dutfes on cast-stes] and Besso-
mor ralls have done. Pl‘e; are during the Interim
the price pald for establis mrf the commercial and
politieal independence of the country, or may
rather bo regarded ms a temporary advance, to be
relmbursed in the ndar future by produeing a sense
of nationsl security, s wider fleld of profitable em-
ployment for the people at large, and an adequate
amf cheaper supply of better goods through the
long fature. e

But suoch 18 not the oaso with all duties. There
are duties that are taxes and must remsin so for-
ever, or into that far future whose poasibilities we
cannot foresee. Such are duties lmposed on com-
modities which wo do not &nd cannot produce, but
which enter into the dally life of the ple, either
directly as food, or na the raw material of articles
we are producing in competition with ecountries
whose laborers recelve not a molety of the \ufu
pald for the same work in this country, and which
wro neocssary for the support of a family whose
children are to be edueated for future citizenah!p.
